Faculty loads at Los Ahgeles Pierce College in Fall 1973^antt:4^_ 
Fall 1974 are presented in Table 10. The percentage differences of 
these loads fron the large college averages and from the LACCD averages 
for those two years are contained in Table 11. 

Pierce's Fall 1974 load of 542 was l.Ol bc^lov the large college 
average ai)d 1«8% belov the LACCD avetkge* Pierce ranked fourth in the 
District iQ 1974* 

Only two disciplines at Pierce in Fall 1974 had loads notably 
higher than the LACCD average: Biological Science, with the highest 
load at ^^etrce, and Architecture and Enviromsental Design. Both had 
t^ bluest District loads for their respective disciplines « Pierce is 
the only school in the Los Angeles Coonm^ College District to offer 
a currlculuB in Agriculture and Natural Resources, and only Pierce and 
Trade*Tech offer an Apprenticeship Program. 

Several disclplineii> at Pierce had loads below the LACCD average 
in 1974: Coonunicattons, Interdisciplinary Studies, Apprenticeship, 
Engineering, Foreign Language, Health Professions, with the smallest' 
load ar Pierce, Education, and Fine and Applied Arts. 

/^comparison of facultry loads for 1973 and 1974 shows a rise of 
?.4*% since 1973. Major growth was evident in Biological Science (41. 0%), 
Psychology (33. 2X), Business and Management (23.8%), Fine and Applied 
Arts (23.7%)^ Architecture and Envlr<^^ntal Design (^1.8%), Engineering 
(20.7%); and Social, Science (17. 9X). 

Five disciplines shoved decreases between Fall 1973 and Fall 1974: 
Apprenticeship (28*6%), Mathematics (11.8%), Coii4>uter Science (5.3%), 
Foreign Language (3.2%), and Education (2.2%).

Faculty loads at Lot Angeles Southvest College la Fall 1973 and 
In Pall 1974 are presented In Table 12. The percentage differences of 
these loads £rm the large college averages and from the LACCD averages 
for^ tKose two years are cdntalned in Table 13. 

Southvest 's' Fall 1974 load of 396 «m« the lowest in the District » 
and 19.0% lower than the small college average. Disciplines. with loads . 
far below the lACCD average in 1974 included Architecture and Environ* 
mental Design. Coonunications, Foreign Language , Public Affairs and 
Services, Physical. Science, Computer Scienccr;^ Engineering, Mathematics, 
Education, Health Professions, B|.ol(^cal Sciei^e, ai^ Social Science. 
The loads in all of the 4ib6ve disciplines except Health Professions were' 
-the lowest in the District for 1974. Southwest' s load in Architecture and 
Environmental Design was €he smallest of any discipline in the District. 

Only two' disciplines at Southwest had faculty loads that were 
above the LACCD average in 1974: iibrary Science, with the highest 
faculty load for that discipline in the state, and Interdpfcipllnary 
Studies. 

A comparison of 1973 and 1974 faculty load data at Southwest 
shows an overall increase of 3.7%. Major leaps were found in Home 
Economics (59.5%) and in Fine and Applied Arts (29.8%). 

Those disciplines at Southwest showing declines between 1973 and 
1974 were Foreign Language (33.9%), Communications (19.6%), Health 
Professlgnaf^ (14*B%), Biological Science (14.3%), Physical Science (9.4%), 
Engineering (7.6%), Interdisciplinary Studies (6.7%), and Education (6.0%).

A coBpariaon of 1973 and 1974 data ahoirs a 3.7X drop in overall 
college, load - the largest decline in the Oiatrict. Diadpl^s showing 
substantial decreaaes included Ubrary Science (50.2%), Lav (23.9t). and 
Koae EconondLcs (I9.3t). Gains were evident in Foreign Language (31. OX), 
Education (14. 7t), Utters (10.01), Fhyslcal Science (6.4%), Computer

Faculty loads at West Los Angeles College In Fall 1973 and In 
Fall 1974 are presented in Table 18* The percentage differences of 
these loads from the small college averages and from the LACCD averages 
for those two years are contained in Table 19.
